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This little book of Family Prayers, which has hitherto 
been privately printed, having been found useful for 
some years in several households, I have been asked 
to recommend it, which I gladly do. The arrangement 
is of the simplest possible character, consistent with 
the preservation of the congregational form of worship. 
The prayers are taken almost entirely from ancient 
sources. It is presumed that on every day, except 
Sunday, some short Lesson from the Bible, chosen at 
the discretion of the Reader, will be read to the family 
before the Psalm.
